DISTRICTSWATERWORKS: Increasesthe maximum
per diem authorized to be paid to the governing board
members of the Ward Two Water District of the Parish of
Livingston

MUNICIPAL/LAWRASON ACT: Provides for the
appointment of the police chief in the town of Clayton

DISTRICTS/NEIGHBORHOOD: Creates the Upper
Hurstville Security District in the parish of Orleans

PROPERTY/ABANDONED: Provides  for
post-adjudication sale of abandoned property by public or
private sale and conforms statutes with constitutional
redemptive period provisions affecting such property

FUNDS/FUNDING: Grantsadditional taxing authority for
certain taxing commissions

LOCAL GOVERNMENT: Authorizesmunicipalitiesand
parishesto sell an adjudicated vacant lot by private sale to
an adjoining landowner who has maintained the lot for a
period of one year
